ful, but it has many ceasts to defend. 


"France, therefore, Is numsrioally Eng- 


land's equal at certain points, and ia 
even her superior in the instruments of 
destruction. 
History furnishes many 


instances of mutiny in the English navy 
at the moment of battle.

England is, therefore, not beyond realiz- 
ation.

second bullet had piecred the shirt at ths 
bottom of the bosom, and had passed 
through the undershirt, but had not 
injured the skin. This bullet was found 
in the trousers of the dead man. 
Judg- 


ing from Its lack of force and the absence 
Of smoke and fire, it was probably fired 
from a distance. 
As no holes were 


found in the coat or vest of Mr. Crowell 
near either of these wounds, it seems 
probable that both coat and vest were 
unbuttoned and thrown back. 
The fact 


that the vest was torn and nearly 
stripped from his body is taken as evi- 
dence of a desperate >iruggle. 


A third bullet was found lodged In 


the wall at the north corner of the stable. 
This was probebly one of the first fired, 
and was probably directed at the as- 
sailant by Mr. Crowe*!!. 
The cylinder 


of the revolver had eight chambers, and 
from five of these the bullets were miss- 
ing. 
Two of these have not yet been 


located. 
One of the cartridges remain- 


ing in the cylinder showed a mark where 
the hammsr had struck it, showing that 
an attempt had been made to fire it. 


It is the theory that 3Jr. Crowell en- 


tered the barn, and, seeing his assailant, 
fired one or two shots at him. Then the 
Intruder, closed with the old man and 
grasped the barrrl of the revolver, and 
anvone grasping the Cuarrel would hold 
this catch so that the revolver would not 
explode. 
This is probably the explana- 


tion of the unexploded but marked cart- 
ridge. 
The assailant then probably 


Wrenched the revolver from Mr. Crowell 
and turned It upon its owner, perhaps 
retreating for the first shot, but coming 
close for the second. 


If the motive of the crime was robbery, 


then the assailant was unsuccessful, for 
the pocketbook, which was supposed to 
be missing, was found in the clothes of 
the victim at the autopsy. 
It con- 


tained about $4. Monday night no ex- 
amination of the clothes was made, and 
thus the story of robbery originated. 


In regard to her father's death, Mrs. 


George Welch of Maiden said: "Fa- 
ther recently sold out his business to a 
Mr. Roberts. He had no great amount 
of money with him la^t night, and was in 
his usual good spirits. 
He always car- 


rjpd a revolver, because sejre^P'-times 
When returning home late afSnlght he 
has been held up, but he never lost any 
money. 
We think that someone fol- 


lowed him from Boston and escaped 
across the fields at the rear of the stable. 
After the shots were fired Mrs. Crowell 
heard him call 'Mother, mother,' and 
then she ran out. 
My sister, Mrs. Eld- 


ridge, and her husband were at home and 
In bed, but they quickly followed my 
mother. 
So much talk has been made 


•bout the money he expected to get from 
England that we think it may have led 
to the murder." 


About thrae-weeks ago Mr. Crowell re- 


ceived word that he had fallen heir to 
JROO.OOO, owing to the death of his great 
grandfather, John Crowell, m England. 
John Crowell died So years ago, after 
accumulating $30,000,000 in the manufac- 
ture of broadcloth. 
Since his death the 


settlement of the estate has been in liti- 
gation. John W. Crowell, the murdered 
ma'n, waa born on Cape Cod, 67 years 
ago. 
He wis always of a genial ajin 


happy disposition, and was well liked 
by his townspeople. 
He had for 30 


years conducted a tea and coffee route 
in Wakefield and vicinity. 
He was a 


veteran of the Civil war, and said that 
when he got his money he was going to 
buy a place in North Carolina, whore he 
had fought in a battle, to make his home. 
He has of late been much bothered with 
people trying to borrow money. •

Though the late Sir Arthur Sullivan's 


long composltiont have won for him a 
more than ample fame, It is hit short 
piece, "The Lost Chord," which baa 
done more than anything else to aug- 
ment his popularity. 
The circum- 


stances of the writing of this famous 
composition by the celebrated English 
composer were as follows: 


For the Norwich musical of 186C Sir 


Arthur Sullivan had been asked to 
write an overture. He had accepted 
the commission; but failing to hit 
upon an appropriate Idea, he neglected 
the work until the date had approach- 
ed dangerously near. At length he de- 
cided to give up bis commission. His 
father, however, persuaded him not to 
relinquish It. Something Is sure V) oc- 
cur to you," he urged, "even at the last 
moment." Three days after this Sulli- 
van's beloved father died. The blow 
fell upon the young musician with ter- 
rible effect. He eat for boon as one 
dazed. 


Finally, on the night of the funeral, 


be seized a pen and began writing. By 
the next morning the score for the Nor- 
wich festival had been finished. In 
producing this work SuIHvan seemed 
to act almost witbcnrt his own volition, 
and yet the Norwich score la consider- 
ed one of the finest be ever produced. 
It led almost directly to the production 
Of "The Lost Chord." 


The death of his father, to whom he 


was passionately attached, filled the 
composer with a profound melancholy, 
which was intensified a few weeks aft- 
erward by the desperate Illness of his 
brother. For weeks Sullivan sat at the 
bedside while the life of another whom 
he loved trembled In the balance. At 
this time the beautiful word* of Ade- 
laide Procter's song kept repeating 
themselves In his tired brain with a 
persistency which he could neither 
check nor altar. 


One night as the invalid passed off 


Into a qniet sleep and a respite seemed 
to have occurred in the battle between 
life and death Sullivan quietly, almost 
Ktealthily, took a piece of paper from 
the table in front of him and began 
writing music to the words which had 
been running tf long in his head. 
When he had completed his work, "The 
Lost Chord" had sprung into harmoni- 
ous being. 


Sullivan worked with wonderful ra- 


pidity, and most of bis productions are 
of a spontaneous order—that is, he 
could not sit down deliberately ard 
grind out opera after opera. He left 
everything until the last moment and ' 
then worked with Hjhtalnglike bast*, j 
For Instance, he wrote the overture of . 
"lolanthe" in 10 honri, that for the ! 
"Yeoman of the Guard" In 12 hours 
and the epilogue to the "Golden Leg- 
end," with full orchestra score and 
choni«L In 24 hours. 


Even as a boy Sullivan performed re- 


markable feats of composition. Among 
others, the following story is told: 
Thomas Sullivan, the father of the 
composer. wa» bandmaster at the Roy- 
al Military college at Sandhurst when 
the young musician wa« attending, at 
13 years of age, exercises in music at 
Oxford. He had the soprano part in 
the "Martyrdom of St. Polycarp," and 
no imprened was he with the music 
(hat on goiag home he tried to induce 
his father to purchase the score for ; 
the baud. It was ascertained, however, 
that the score bad not been published. 
This fact did not daunt young Sulli- 
van. He sat down one morning and 
before nightfall bad produced the en- 
tire march from memory, with full mil- 
itary band «eore. 


Tbe following absolutely true story it 


told of Sir Arthur's wonderful readi- 
ness at rehearsals and his total absence 
«f conceit in his dealings with those 
who have t9 interpret his scholarly 
music: 


During the time when one of bit 


most successful works was being pre- 
pared at the Savoy theater, In London, 
he handed George Groasmith two sep- 
arate pieces of music, saying: "Here, 
Grossmith, ar* two distinct tunes set 
to one of the songs In your part. I 
could not satisfy myself with the air I 
first wrote, so I sat down and wrote 
another. Sing the one you like best." 


A day or two afterward the compos- 


er and the actor raet again, and Sir Ar- 
thur asked, "Well, which of those tw» 
airs did you like?" Rather embarrass- 
ed, but In the buslne»slike way he dis- 
played on occasions, Mr. Grossmith re- 
plied, "Candidly speaking, I don't much. 
Hke either " 


"Nfctier do I,'" waa Sir Arthur's In- 


ettnt reply, and then he added. "Come 
to me In a quarter of an hour, and I'll 
satisfy both you and myself." 
And, 


mire enough, within the time stated he 
banded over to Mr. Groisiaifh the clev- 
er eeng in "Patience," "If You're Anx- 
ious For to Bbine la the High AtHiet- 
ie Line."

RARE AZTEC POTTERY. 
I 


DUooverU* M««« by Dr. Cole !• C11C 


IlvralleiV CUle*. 


Dr. George 8. Cole, the Krchceolorist 


of tbe University of Southern Califor- 
nia, at Los Angeles, has just brought 
to the Northwestern university, accord- 
Ing to 11 Chicago dispatch to the New 
York Sun, a larste collection of relies 
discovered by him In bouses of the cliff 
dwellers lu n heretofore unexplored 
part of western Arizona. Among the 
specimens arc pieces of Aztec pottery 
and Toltec Instruments that are of 
great archaeological value. 


Speaking of his explorations, Dr. 


Cole said: 


"I began roy work among ruins along 


Beaver creek, in the lower Verde of 
central Arizona. There I explored the 
castle of Montezurna, which Is a mag- 
nificent ruin seven stories high. 
It 


yielded few antiquities and Is not so 
Inte'restlng as the cliffs of -the Mesa 
Verde. 
This Is a series of rugged 


mountains more than 200 miles long 
and 40 miles wide. Tbe finest bulld- 


| Ings are along the Mancos river. Here 
' are numerous side canyons fortified at 


the opening by watch towers from 100 


| to 400 feet high. In these canyons are 


i to be found ruins of what appear to 
, have been the first buildings on the 
i American continent The buildings In 
! this district were constructed mostly of 


adobe. 


"Cities were numerous along the 


Mancos. They were built In the side of 
sheer precipices 2,000 feet high. The 
entrances to a number of dwellings 
were located TOO feet above the river, 


' and tbe only means of reaching them 


was either by climbing up from below 


j or down from above. In this region I 


I counted 108 large buildings, and I be- 


lieve that there are more than 1,000 of 
them along the river." 


Dr. Cole found one building of more 


than 1,500 rooms and In the same dis- 
trict found another pyramidal struc- 
ture three stories high with 500 rooms 
on the lower floor. In these buildings 
he made excavations and took out 
some well preserved skeletons ranging 
In height from 7 to 8V2 feet 
In the 


same building he found skeletons of 
Aztecs, basket makers and Pueblos. 
The shape of the skulls shows that the 


, Aztecs were of a high order of Intelli- 


gence. 
Skulls of basket makers and 


Pueblos -were not so highly developed. 
Dr. Cole found rooms In which were 
mummies as well preserved as any tak- 


' en from Egyptian pryamids. In rooms 


•with mummies were found corn, gum 
and various kinds of cloth. 
There 


were household goods, pipes, tear bot- 
tles made of clny and burned red and 
brown. The collection of pottery Is the 
most complete that has ever been gath- 
ered from the ruins of homes of the 


i cliff dwellers.

OUR CABLE TOREDO PROOF. 


Superiority of Robber Over Gntta 


PereliR Insulation Demonstrated. 
Reports to the chief signal officer 


from Manila indicate that the war de- 
partment has made an important dis- 
covery in connection with submarine 
cable work In tropical waters, says tfle 
Washington Post. One of the war de- 
partment cables that were shipped to 
Manila and put down for mterisland 
communication happened to be of tbe 
rubber insulated variety. The English 
cable experts in the Islands predicted 
Us speedy destruction by the teredo, a 
submarine boring worm which eats ev- 
erything short of railroad iron that la 
submerged in the water. 


The English cable, with gutta percba 


Insulation, resists the attack of this in- 
sect for only about a year, and it la 
necessary to insert in the cable armor a 
thin continuous wrapper of sheet cop- 
per to prevent tbe toredo from boring 
clear through to the conducting wires 
and short circuiting the cable. This 
copper protection adds considerably to 
the expense of the cable without add- 
ing to its efficiency for telegraphic pur- 
poses. It seems, however, that the 
American cable, with its rubber ingula- 
tlon, which hns been down for two 
years, Is still in good working order. 
Colonel Allen, chief signal officer In tha 
islands, has advised General Greely 
that the cable staff of the signal serv- 
ice is at present organized on a very 
effective footing and will be able to lay 
practically any amount of cable which 
the department may see fit to ship Jto 
Manila.

The statute which 
names 6 per cent as the highest rate 
is not that reason, buf rather a state- 
ment of what exists in the present na- 
ture of things. The question has set- 
tled and adjusted itself, and somewhat 
In this way: 
Money is valuable be- 


cause it can bay work—it is, one might 
say, stored labor. Now labor earns 
money. Then so should money. But at 
\\hat rate? 


The legal value of the averag-e health 


ful life is about $5,000 as damage suits 
prove. The average annual ea-mins 
o£ this healthful life is children, maid- 
servants, laborers and all classes con- 
sidered, about one dollar a day or three 
hundred dollars a year. That is 6 per 
cent on $5000.

The death of Michael Sanford, which 


occurred this morning at 4 o'clock at 
his home, 29 Quincy street, was not 
unexpected. 
4. disease from -which he 


had suffered more or less for several 
years developed in acute form four 
weeks ago, and from the first it -was 
realized that his chances for recovery 
were small, though it was thought he 
might live for a longer time than hd 
did. 
In spite of the best medical a,:, 


tendance and care he failed steadily, 
and for the last few days it had been 
recog-nized by all that the end could 
not be far away. Mr. Sanford himself 
fully realized that it was his last ill- 
ness and was completely resigned to 
the coming change. He suffered much 
during- his last days, bu<. when the end 
came it was peaceful wJid painless.

While chopping1 in the woods he 
cut his knee with an aot, but, thinking 
the injury was of little consequence, he 
continued at his work tfll night and 
took cold in the wound, with the result 
that he was laid up all winter and na— 
rowly escaped the loss of his leg-.

The post- 
office was located at his store and he 
held the office of postmaster during 
those years. Thirty.flve years ag-o h* 
sold the Readsboro store and moved to 
tliia city, where he had lived since that 
tim*. He was engaged in the grocery 
business here for a number of years,

"Union, and another on Eagle strpet 
later. He retired from business nearly 
20 years ago after a very active career 
of about 40 years. 


Mr. Sanford was an energetic and 


successful business man and was wldo.

MAYOR RUSS£LL "MLKTEO | counsES IN LOCAL HISTORY 


Unexpected Decision by Full 


Bench of Supreme Court 


on Hotel Licences 


WILL BE ENFORCED HERE TODAY 


Police to Bo Notified to Enforce What 


is Now the Law of the State. 


Hotdl Guests Will Have 


To Wake Up Thirsty 


The full bench of the supreme court 


at Boston yesterday, in the case of the 
commonwealth against George H. Kel- 
ly, and the same aguinat James Cut. 
cliffe.FaU River innholders, decided that 
tho law absolutely prohibits the sale 
of intoxicating liquors by licensed inn. 
holders between the hours of 11 o'clock 
at night and 6 in the morning- exce .t 
by apothecaries; and that on Sundays 
innholders may supply mjuors only to 
g-uests resorting to the house for food 
or lodging. 


The defendants, who are partners, 


were convicted of maintaining a com- 
mon nuisance at their hotel in Fall 
River in selling liquor during the period 
covered by their license, 
after II 


o'caook- at night, *o persons who had 
resorted to the inn for food. 


The presiding justice Instructed the 


jury that the sale of liquor, even to a 
guast of tha inn, one who had applied 
there for food or lodging. If made af- 
ter 11 o'clock at night, -was a violation 
of law and of the conditions of the de. 
fendants' license. The defendants ex. 
cepted to this ruling and the case went 
to the supreme court, which tribunal 
decides adversely to the defendants, 
and sustains the instruction 
of the 


court below. 


This is a distinct reversal of the 


general Interpretation 
of the liquor 


laws of the state, and the announce- 
ment of the ruling struck the hotal 
keepers throughout the state very hard 
The news of it did not reach the cities 
of the state except Boston till this 
morning, but in Boston last nfffht the 
police commissioners issued orders to 
the hotels to obey the law at once. 
There was nothing doing1 after 11, 
therefore. 


In this city the establishment 
of 


hotel cafes where lunches could be 
served with liquor if desired after 11 
has been on the increase, and would 
have increased still farther In the 
future. While the cafes can still run 
and sell lunches, witnv/ut permission 
to sell liquors it is not probable that 
they would flourish to as great an ex. 
tent as before. 


Chairman Gaylord of the license com- 


missioners called the attention of 
Mayor Wilkinson to tha ruling this 
afternoon, and the mayor will notify 
the police today to enforce the law. 
The police will probably "otlfy the lo- 
cal hotels this evening. 


There is already talk among the ho- 


tel men of the state of fighting the 
decision, but any contest will probably 
be made in the way of an appeal to tha 
state legislature to pass a law defln.

NOVEL DESIGN FOR BOATS. 


Pother O'Drlen Think* HU Concavr* 
• Bottom Yav«ht • Ilecord Breaker. 


The Rev. P. J, O'Brien, an assistant 


priest of St Patrick'* Roman Catholic 
church lu Newfoundland, has designed 
and built a yacht which, he says, can 
beat anji yacht built up to date. He Is 
visiting at the home of Father Fitzger- 
ald, In Warren street, Brooklyn, where 
he was seen the other evening by a 
New York Tribune reporter. 
Father 


O'Brien aald be had discovered a new- 
principle In marine architecture after 
years of practical experiment and a 
careful study of forms used in all mod- 
ern boats to date. Tbe basis of his de- 
sign was not alone the best, compara- 
tively speaking, but the best possible 
for speed, stability and safety. 
He 


continued: 


"Thirteen years ago I discovered this 


new principle more or less by accident 
in designing a boat for my amusement. 
I have spent part of my leisure time 
from my professional work in the last 
eight years in designing and building 
yachts and practically testing thjs prin- 
ciple and have proved that it is the best 
form for boats, whether for steam or 
•all. 


"To secure those qualities so essen- 


tial in all boats—namely, steadiness in 
the steamboat, seaworthiness and re- 
duction of rolling in sailing boats, 
speed, stabfllty, seaworthiness and re- 
duction of leeway when sailing by the 
wind—a boat should be designed on my 
patent form—that la, to make the bot- 
tom concave between the keel and 
bilge transversely, the side to form an 
angle at the point where It meets the 
bottom at the bilge. This is the gen- 
eral principle, simple enough In Itself, 
but complex in application. 


"In 1892 I built my first yacht, In 


18D4 my second and In 1899 my yacht 
Reglna, now at Digby, N. S., which 
met one of Fife's latest yachts at Hali- 
fax and sailed away from her on leav- 
ing that port. Captain Frazler brought 
one of my boats to Bermuda, and after 
Mr. Herreshoff had examined it he told 
the captain that a boat built on that 
principle, scientifically equipped and 
sailed, would beat any boat of his (Her- 
reshoff's) design. 


"The grounds on which 1 make my 


claims are, first, that greater stability 
is obtained by removing displacement 
of water from the center to tbe side of 
the boat. This power Is -also increased 
by compression of water under the con- 
cave bottom when the boat is In mo- 
tion. The lateral resistance which the 
square edge at tie bilge gives keeps 
the boat up to her course and to the 
wind. The resistance is less, and as a 
consequence speed is 'greater. Seawor- 
thiness is obtained in a steamer or sail- 
boat by reason of the compression of 
the water under the bottom on the op- 
posite side to that which is struck by 
the sea. 
This compression of water 


under the forward part of the boat or 
ship when tehdjng to plunge in the sea 
acts as a spring^ra which she falls eas- 
ily and recovers quickly. Consequent- 
ly a boat of this form' of hollow bottom 
can be driven more forcibly against a 
strong sea and will be" safer loaded 
than boats in present use."

Nearly S8O' 5..-v !;..•» of Tree*, Cover- 


ing About Half the l«l*nd«. 


The division, of customs and insular 


affairs of the var department at Wash- 
ington has ma^e public, a summary of 
the first report, bt .the Philippine bu- 
reau of forestry, organized in its pres- 
ent form under an order of the military 
governor, dated'April 14, .The director, 
Captain Ahern, "estimates the total 
number of tree speciei in tbe archipel- 
ago at nearly COO.'- 


Captain Ahem states that from dif- 


ferent sources of infownation he is led 
to believe the public forest lands com- 
prise from one-fourth to possibly one- 
half the area of the Philippine Islands, 
or from 20.000,000 to 40.000,000 acres. 
There are fully 5,000.000 seres of vir- 
gin forest oTvned by the state in the is- 
lands of Mlndoro and Paragua. 
Tbe 


Island of Mindanao, of some 20,000,000 
acres, is almost entirely covered with 
timber, and even in the province of Ca- 
gayan, on Luzon, there are more than 
2,000,000 acres of forest. 


He mentions tracts of virgin forests 


to be seen on the southern islands 
•where from 10.000 to 20,000 cubic feet 
of magnificent timber per acre wore 
standing, with trees more than 150 feet ! 
In height, the trunks clear of branches ! 


for GO feet and more than four feet in J 
diameter. He states that in these for- j 
ests there are millions of cubic feet of 
timber which should be cut in order to 
thin this dense growth, go that the 
maximum annual growth could be ob- 
tained.

who fought under Sitting Bull and who 
was present at the death of Custer, has 
told a Fort Yates (N. D.) correspondent 
of the New York Herald the story of 
Lieutenant Harrington's desperate and 
almost successful fight and flight. He 
relates the circumstances -with a mi- 
nuteness of detail which would be con- 
vincing In itself. 
His reputation for 


veracity makes the story he tells more 
credible. This Is how he described the 
campaign and massacre: 


"General Custer was much feared by 


the Indians. His reckless bravery was 
known to them, and there was much 
rejoicing when it was seen that be was 
advancing Into a trap which promised 
his death. General Terry held a long 
war council with General Custer and 
General Gibbons. This was reported 
by scouts sent out by Sitting Bull and 
Crazy Horse, who led the Indians. We 
saw Gibbons take the path to the 
northward, andj..we knew that Terry 
had gone to the south. 


"General Custer, with about 400 


braves, plunged into the Bad Lands. 
Sitting Bull had thousands of warrior« 
ready for the attack which he knew 
Custer would make. It was to be a 
fight to the death, with n,o quarter. I 
have seen other brave men, but never 
saw any like Custer. 
He led his sol- 


diers into our camp as though he would 
ride over us. 
There was a fight, a 


headlong battle for more than a mile, 
Sitting Bull wisely withdrawing his 
Indians until the white men were com- 
pletely surrounded. Ouster and bis 
men' formed on a knoll and fought with 
desperation until the final charge of 
tlic Indians overwhelmed them. Then 
they were all dead—all but one, 


"Just as w« swung up the hill a 


young officer, well mounted, darted out 
from among his fellows and rode 
stiaight at us. His daring bewildered 
the Indians, and he had broken through 
our line before we realized that he was 
mating a desperate dash to save hia 
life. He escaped to the open prairie, 
pursued by seven Indians. His mount 
was fresher than ours, and he gained 
BO rapidly that six of us turned back, 
saying: 
" 'Let the white man go. It Is well 


that one should escape to tell how the 
Indinr- fight for their lands and their 
equaws.' 


"One Indian, better mounted than the 


others, continued the chase. Lieutenant 
Harrington's horse fiually began to fal- 
ter, and the Indian gained rapidly. 
Then the horse of the pursued man 
floundered and fell. 
Lieutenant Har- 


rington raised his pistol to his head and 
sent a bullet through his brains. His 
body lay in the bed of a dry lake sev- 
eral miles from the scene of the massa- 
cre, which accounts for the fact that It 
•was not discovered by General Terry. 


"General Custer died June 25, 1878. 


The Indians.were blamed for the mas- 
eacre, but we had to kill the white men 
or run away. They would not surren- 
der, and they forced the battle. Of all 
,the brave men who died that day none 
was more brave than Lieutenant Har- 
rington, who rode through our lines-"

REGULATING 
10,000 WATCHES 


Boston and Maine's System of Accurate 


Time Keeping for Its Men 


In this age of hurry and ^'orry, when 


the matter of tims is of great moment, 
«. second or two lost or gained by one's 
timepiece may cause serious loss or 
inconvenience if undetected. 


The management of the Boston & 


Maine railroad has therefore installed 
and is operating a system of espionage 
over the watches carried by the con- 
ductors, brakemen and engineers of all 
the divisions of the system, numbsring 
all told nearly 10,000 men- 


For this purpose therei Is a, corps of 


watch adjusters, with headquarters in 
the east wing of the north union sta- 
t^n, anld there are nearly 30 branches 
distributed among the large centers of 
travel over the entire system, I*, M. 
Barnes is the local adjuster for th« 
railroad men of this section. 


Watches carried by the men must be 


of some good standard make, and guar- 
anteed. Each man is supplied with a 
card, a duplicate of which is kept on 
file at the office of the adjuster. By 
this system the adjusters are able to 
keep track of every mart's watch «.nd 
locate it at any time. 


"Whenever a watuh does not keep time 


correctly the owner reports promptly, 
turns it over to the adjuster and is 
given a.nv>ther watch to carry in place 
of it. 


Careful entry is made of the date on 


which the disabled watch is received, 
its number, name of owr.ter, and also a 
full and complete account of th« nature 
of the trouble. 


I*his watch is then taken in hand by 


the expert and given a thoroujh over- 
hauling. No hurried j"ob of repairing 
or regulating will answer, on this par- 
ticular work, for valuable property, and 
even human life, may depend on the 
accuracy of some conductor's "ticker." 


The adjuster's workshop in Boston is 


supplied with a "tapper" connected 
with the government observatory at 
Washington!. This standard time is, of 
course, absolutely correct, and by this 
the watches are regulated so that Jt is 
possible, with careful work, to obtain 
such a fine balance that they will run 
within a second a week, which is good 
enough timekeeping for even so exact- 
ing a business as running trains, 


A large case is attached to the wall 


in which are kept the/ watches beins 
repaired, and these are regulated every 
day. but of course it is impossible tf> 
rejrulate them while here, so that thef 
^111 keep perfect time when carried by 
the men. And after they are kept her*- 
a few days they are given to the men 
again, with instructions to report to the 
adjuster every fia^ in! order that the 
Tvatch may be regulated to their carry- 
ing. 


The expense incurred in repairing 


these timepieces is not paid by the rail- 
road company, but is borne by the men 
themselves, a charge being made suffi- 
cient to cover the actual expenso ot 
material and lab'or.
